Eminent authorities do not agree as to the 
authenticity of this stamp. This stamp was 
catalogued as far back as 1875, and up to date 
less than a dozen of them are known. All 
have the cancellation, consisting of several 
concentric circles, which was in use until 1859. 
Major Evans, in his able article on the stamps 
of Mauritius, is inclined to believe in the gen- 
uineness of the stamp.

COUNTERFEITS. 

We know of no good forgeries of the stamps 
of this colony with the exception of the 9 
penny magenta (Britannia) and 4 penny green 
of same type with and without surcharge, 
which have been made by changing chemically 
the color of the verm:lion and blue stamps of 
the same type These are very dangerous to 
the ordinary collector, but when compared 
with the genuine they will readily show which 
is bad. ‘ther shilling envelope (yellow) has 
also been splendidly imitated. A description 
of the counterfeits would be very difficult but 
in order to prevent collectors from being de- 
frauded we give a photo-engraving of the 
geiuine.

Large white ornamental figure of value in the centre of every stamp except in the $1.00 
and $2.00 in which the figure of value is of the same color as the stamp. Around this value 
an upright oval, above which, in white curved ribands, the word ‘ California,” and below 
‘* State Revenue.” On the sides of the oval two smaller white ribands, containing in Roman 
Capitals the value printed in the same color as the stamp. The central values in the oval 
are printed in monogram in all values above 8oc, 
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The background of the stamp is different in most values. On stamps where the mar- 
gin is sufficiently wide, in most cases, a faint line having the same color as the stamp will be 
found. The size of the stamp, irrespective of this line, is 2oxe3mm. The paper on all is white 
wove, varying in thickness, but not so materially as to make a classification necessary in 
that respect. ; 

I have also found 2 specimens of the $4.00 green on white paper with red lines across 
the upper stamp. They were both unused.

REPRINTS OF HELIGOLAND WRAPPERS. 
Translated from the Deutsche Briefmarken Zeitung. 


For sometime large quantities of so-called Heligoland reprints, among 
which also cut square Heligoland wrappers, have appeared in Berlin and 
Hamburg, etc, I know very wellthat when Heligoland entered the Postal 
Union the original plate of the 3pf wrapper went into private hands. (The 
negative with the “3” missing went into the Imperial Postal Museum). 
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The cut square iat wrappers are therefore y contéctty called  sepniete At the 
same time counterfeits are found in large quantities, and it is of thesefthat I 
wish to speak. og 

I have before me an original and a reprint of the 3pf., wrapper, the latter 
of which I purchased of a Berlin stamp house. As the border lines were in- 
serted at each printing, and therefore form no test for comparison, I shall 
immediately direct my attention to the stamp itself, and shall try to establish 
the differences in size by means of measurements by a compass. 

OricinaL—Size from the circle down to the lower edge of the band con- 
taining the inscription, 4034 mm., to the upper points of the band 36 mm., 
and to the lower points 3734 mm. 

So-CaLLED REPRINTS.—From the circle to the lower edge 42 mm.; 
to the upper points 3734mm., to the lower points 39%mm. These differences 
in sizes should suffice. 

It is still worse with the so-called reprints of the 5 and 1opf; these cut 
square specimens could not possibly exist in reprints, According to the in- 
formation that I have received, they must be counterfeits, In a few words I 
shall relate the result of my investigations as a serious collector of Heligoland 
stamps: 

At the transfer of the Island of Heligoland to the German Empire, a 
syndicate purchased the entire remainder of postage stamps under the con- 
dition that the original plates were to be transferred to the Imperial Museum, 
I have seen the official order as to the consummation of the bargain wherein 
the Imperial Governor of Heligoland speaks of the transfer of the original 
plates to the Museum and of the guarantee against any misuse of them. The 
plates of the 5 and 1opf wrappers were in use until August roth, 1890, and on 
this date the contract was closed and the plates were delivered by the English 
Postal Authorities to the Imperial Commissioner who transferred them to the 
Imperial Postal Museum. It is therefore unlikely that the plates were ever 
in private hands. Where and how, therefore, can reprints have been made? 
It might be assumed that a misuse of the dies had occured under English con- 
trol, but I greatly doubt this and for the following reasons: Inthe 5 and ropf 
reprints differences in the size are always to be found, for instance in the spf: 
The original, from the circle to the lower edge of the band, is 4mm, larger 
than the reprint, to the upper points of the band 34mm. smaller than the 
reprint and to the lower points %mm. smaller. Of the 1ropf., I have two 
reprints before me. The newest reprints show a small difference in the size, 
namely 4mm. The older reprints show larger difference from the original. 
For instance, the “1’’ in “10” is longer in the reprints and has an almost 
straight lower sien. whereas in the originals it is plainly slanting; besides the 
blurred impression of the reprints, the collector will find many other differences 
into which I shall not enter at present, I shall, however, mention one very 
distinct point: In the originals, behind the word “Pfennige,” there is always 
a stroke in the 3 and 1opf behind the stroke two sets of crossed lines and in 
the spf a stroke and three sets of crossed lines. In the reprints before me 
there are in every instance two or three blurred lines and three sets of crossed 
lines. My opinion is therefore as follows: 

The so-called reprints are made by photolithography, and hence the dif- 
ferences in sizes occur. The opinion that the differences in sizes occur on 
account of the stamp being composed of several pieces, I deny, as the result 
of the information that I have received from well-informed parties showing 
that the die is composed of one piece in an oval, My only object in giving 
this information to the Philatelic Press is to warn all collectors and to help 
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our hobby. The beginner, in order to fill in spaces and on account of the 
cheap price, will purchase a set of reprints, but if he knew their true status he 
would throw them out of his collection. 


THE STAMPS OF QUEENSLAND. 
By A. F. Basser Hutt. 
For Vindin's Philatelic Monthly. 
Continued from page 234. 


CHAPTER III, 
Tue First Issue of QUEENSLAND PosTaGE STAmps, 1860-2. 

The Executive Council Minute of the 17th December, 1859, in which 
His Excellency the Governor requested to be supplied with information as to 
the manner in which the New South Wales stamps were manufactured or pro- 
cured, was followed by this further Minute on the 23rd January, 1860:— 

“ Referring to previous proceedings with respect to the supply of Postage 
Stamps—His Excellency the Governor consults the Council as to the advisa- 
bility of taking early steps for procuring the necessary dies and for striking 
stamps for use within the colony of Queensland of a description distinctive 
and peculiar to itself. 

‘2. The Council advise that the Agents of the Colony, Messrs. Mangles 
and Company, be communicated with by an early opportunity, and instructed 
to procure and forward to the colony by the overland mail, Postage Stamps 
of the number and value stated in the Appendix hereto, struck from dies 
bearing the Royal Effigy, with the value of the stamps in each case, and 
printed in colours corresponding to those of the Postage Stamps in use in 
England.” 

I have no copy of the Appendix referred to in the above Minute, but 
the following letter contains all necessary particulars:— 


“* QUEENSLAND. 
“Colonial Secretary’s Office, 
“ Brisbane, rst February, 1860, 
“Messrs. F. Mangles & Co., 
“ Agents to the Colony of Queensland, 
“17 Gracechurch-st., London. 


“ Gentlemen.—I am directed by His Excellency Governor Sir George 
Bowen, to request you, as Agents for the Colony of Queensland (your ap- 
pointment to which office is forwarded by this mail) to take the necessary 
steps for transmitting to this office, without delay, a supply of Postage Stamps 
according to the subjoined directions and specifications: 

“2, You are desired to use your own discretion in the selection of those 
persons who may seem to you best qualified to undertake the execution of 
the dies, the supply of suitable paper, the printing of the stamps, affixing the 
cement, and other details connected with their complete preparation; having 
due regard to economy, but requiring the engraving to be carefully done, 
in order that the stamps may present a handsome appearance, and that the 
probability of fraudulent imitation may be avoided. 

“3, The Governor-in-Council has expressed his approval of the Effigy 
of Her Majesty as engraved upon the enclosed Tasmanian Postage Stamps, 
and I am directed by His Excellency to request that you cause the Head 
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upon the Queensland Postage Stamps to follow the pattern as closely as pos- 
sible. His excellency also desired that the several denominations of stamps 
may be distinguished by the colors now used for stamps of corresponding 
amount in England. 

“4. Stamps representing the following values will be required: 

“One Shilling. 
“Six Pence, 
“Three Pence. 
“ Two Pence. 
“One Penny. 

“Each stamp to bear the word ‘Queensland’ above the Head, and 
those denoting its value below. 

“A further stamp will be required of a different order from the rest, 
bearing the words ‘ Queensland,’ ‘ Registered.’ 

“5. It is considerd desirable that the Dies should remain with the manu- 
facturers in England, it being probable that the printing could not for the 
present be satisfactorily executed in Queensland. A supply sufficient for two 
years’ consumption will therefore be required in the first instance to prevent 
the possibility of the stock on hand at the General Post Office of Queensland 
being exhausted before a further supply can be received from England. 

“6. The following number of each denomination of stamps respectively 
is considered sufficient to commence with: 

“200,000 One penny. 
“210,000 Twopence. 
‘250,000 Sixpence. 
“15,000 One shilling. 
“ 40,000 Registered. 

“>, It being of the utmost importance that Postage Stamps should be sup- 
plied to the offices throughout Queensland at the earliest possible date, I have 
to request that you will use your best endeavours to despatch them by the 
very first overland mail for which they.can be got ready, and it will be de- 
sirable that the package containing them should be insured against loss, as 
well as that every precaution should be taken to prevent them from being in- 
jured by either heat or damp, If a part only of the number specified can be 
prepared in time for the first mail after the receipt of this letter, it should be 
despatched and the remainder should follow without delay. 

“T have, &c., 
“R, G. W. HerBert.” 


The Tasmanian stamps referred to in the foregoing letter were probably 
the Sixpence and One Shilling issued in January, 1858, specimens of which 
had doubtless been forwarded to Queensland. 

It will be noticed that in giving the estimated quantities required, the 
Threepence value was inadvertently omitted. This mistake was rectified sub- 
sequently. 

Some considerable correspondence passed between the Queensland 
Government and their Agents, and though I have copies of all the letters sent 
to the latter, I have failed, after diligent search, to find their replies with but 
one exception, hereinafter given. The several changes in the Ministerial con- 
trol of the Postal Department resulted in these letters being forwarded from 
one Department to another until at last they appear to have been mislaid. 
However, the Post Office Register Book of correspondence received contains 
a list of these letters, giving dates and notes of the subject matter. From this 
I have gained some useful information. I am now in correspondence with 
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the Post Office Department on the subject, and should the missing letters be 

eventually found, I hope to receive copies, which will be published as an ap- 
endix, 

. The first of Messrs. Mangles & Co.’s letters was dated 18th April, 1860, 

and was followed by a second on the 18th May; both of these letters are 

simply stated to contain information “As to Postage Stamps.” The following 

letter gives further information as to the contents of the first communication:

“QUEENSLAND, 


“Treasury, 4th July, 1860. 

*“Gentlemen,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 2. dated 18th April, 1860, to the Honorable Colonial Secretary, inform- 
ing him that you had given instructions to Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Co., of 
Fleet Street, for the printing of the Queensland Postage Stamps as requested 
by the Honorable the Secretary’s letter of the rst February to you. 

“The Department of the Post Office, Queensland, having been transferred 
from under the control of the Colonial Secretary to the Colonial Treasurer, 
you will please address all future correspondence on the subject of Postage 
Stamps to this office. 

“With reference to that part of your letter enquiring whether you are to 
supply Threepenny stamps or not, I have to reply in the affirmative, and re- 
quest you will give instructions to the engraver to prepare a Plate for stamps 
of that description, similar in design to those already ordered, but of course 
being of a different colour to any of the other stamps. 

“The number which will be required for the Two Years’ supply will be 
Fifteen thousand.

The next letters recorded as having been received from the Colonial 
Agents, were dated 26th June and 26th July, 1860, and both referred to 
“Forwarding Postage Stamps.” Their further contents are detailed in the 
following letter: 


“QUEENSLAND. 


“Treasury, Brisbane, 
“16th October, 1860. 

“Gentlemen,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letters to the Honorable the Colonial Secretary, of dates the 26th June and 
26th July, advising him that you had forwarded by the Overland Mails of 
those dates the following number of Queensland Postage Stamps, viz.: by the 
Mail of 26th June one case containing 600 sheets, or 144,000 at one penny, 
and by the Mail of 26th July one case containing 234 sheets, or 56,000 at one 
penny: 200 sheets, or 28,800 at twopence; and 200 sheets, or 28,000 at six- 
pence. The number of sheets as stated by you is correct, but in the calcula- 
tion of the number of stamps I find there is an error made in the 2d. and 6d., 
the quantities of which should be as follows: 200 sheets of 2d., or 48,000, and 
200 sheets of 6d, or 48,000. 
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“I trust you will use every exertion to get the remainder of those ordered 
executed and forwarded as soon as possible. 

“You will have received before now, my letter of the 4th July last, which 
conta'ned instructions as to the printing of stamps of the value of Threepence 
(the number of which was omitted by the Colonial Secretary in his letter giv- 
ing directions for the preparation of plates. &c.), of which I must urge the ex- 
ecution. 

“The stamps received have given general satisfaction, both as regards 
their appearance and in the workmanship, more especially those perforated, 
which seems to be a great convenience in the separation. If the remainder 
of those ordered are not already completed I should wish them to be treated 
in a similar manner.

Upon the receipt of the stamps acknowledged in the foregoing letter, a 
notice was published in the Gazetfe of the 22nd September, 1860, as follows: 
“General Post Office, 
“Brisbane, 21st Sept., 1860. 


“QUEENSLAND PosTAGE STAMPS. 


“It is hereby notified for public information that a supply of Queensland 
Postage Stamps has been received from England, and will be issued on the 
first day of November next, from which date the New South Wales Postage 
Stamps at present in use willno longer be acknowledged upon letters posted 
within this colony. All letters, therefore, posted in Queensland after the rst 
of November bearing the New South Wales stamps will be treated as unpaid, 
and will accordingly be opened and returned to the writer, 

“ R. R, MACKENZIE,” 

This notice was probably published on receipt of the first supply of One 
penny stamps, as the 2d. and 6d, which did not leave England until the 26th 
July, could hardly have reached Brisbane as early as the 21st September, 

It was not until the r1th of October that supplies of the new stamps 
were furnished to the Qeensland postmasters, together with the following cir- 
cular: 


** General Post Office, 
“‘ Brisbane, 11th October, 1860. 

“Sir,—I beg to acquaint you that a supply of Queensland Postage 
Stamps has been received from England, and will be issued to the Public on 
the rst day of November next, from which date no New South Wales stamps 
will be acknowledged. 

“You will receive herewith a supply of the Queensland Postage stamps 
to commence issuing from the rst November next, but in the meantime you 
will continue to sell the New South Wales stamps, keeping a sufficient supply 
on hand for that purpose, and on the last day of October forward all the 
New South Wales stamps remaining in your possession at the close of that 
day to this office, when you will receive in exchange an equal amount of the 
Queensland stamps. 
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“Tt must be understood that you are not to commence with the new 
stamps before the 1st day of November, but only on and from that day, and 
all letters posted in your office (inland letters excepted, which may be al- 
lowed 14 days grace) subsequent to that date bearing New South Wales 
stamps, must be treated as unpaid, and forwarded tothe General Post Office 
to be opened and returned to the writers; you will therefore see the necessity 
of giving due notice to the public in order that the inconvenience of having 
their letters returned may be avoided. 

“ As no Queensland Registered Stamps have as yet been received, you 
will continue the use of the New South Wales Registered Stamps untill fur- 
ther notice. 

“It is also requested that you will exchange any New South Wales 
stamps for the public during the month of November, and on'the last day of 
that month forward all stamps so exchanged to this office when a similar 
number of our own will be sent you.

The regulation as to treating letters bearing New South Wales stamps 
seems an unnecessarily harsh one. The Queensland Government had re- 
ceived the full face value for these stamps, and could not possibly have suf- 
fered any appreciable loss had they permitted the small supply remaining on 
hand to be entirely used up. Imagine the case of a person living far inland 
using a N. S. W. stamp bought from a Queensland office to prepay his letter 
to England, and having it opened and returned after missing the monthly 


mail to Europe. If strictly adhered to, this regulation must have caused con- 
siderable annoyance. 

I will proceed with the available records in chronological order, and 
draw deductions afterwards. 

The next letter from Messrs Mangles and Co., was dated 27th August, 
1860, and advised ‘‘ having forwarded Postage Stamps.” The details of 
these stamps will be found in their letter of 26th September. I could find 
no letter from the Postmaster-General acknowledging the receipt of this sup- 
ply. 

The next letter (the only one from the Agents I have found) was as 
follows: 


“Gresham House, 
“Old Broad Street, 
“London E. C, 
“Sept. 26th* 1860. 

‘* Sir,—We are in receipt of your letter No. 57, of 4th July, 1860, inform- 
ing us that the Department of the Post Office has been transferred to your 
Office. 

* We note that we are to supply Fifteen thousand (15,000) Threepenny 
postage stamps, and we have given orders to the Engraver to prepare a Plate 
for stamps of that description, the paper (? color) to be of a different color to 
any of the other stamps. 

“ Referring to our letter No. 11 of the 27th August, 1860, addressed to 
the Hon. the Colonial Secretary, we have now to advise having forwarded 
the remainder of the Postage Stamps ordered by the Hon. the Colonial Sec- 
retary’s letter to us of rst February last per the present Overland Mail, viz, 
one case containing: 
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** 138,000 2d. blue. 
“ 82,000 6d. green. 
“* 12,000 Registered, orange. 

‘* The above case has been addressed to the Officer administering the 
Government, Queensland, and we have written to Sydney with directions to 
send on the case as soon as possible. 

“ We now beg to enclose Invoice of Postage Stamps ordered in letter of 
1st February last, before referred to, amount £578 8s. 11d., which we believe 
will be found correct. 

“The Threepenny stamps ordered in your letter now under reply are 
being prepared as rapidly as possible, and shall be forwarded to you immedi- 
ately they are ready.

SPECULATION IN POSTAGE STAMPS. 


Collectors of postage stamps are finding just now comfort in the fact that 
though these cherished objects are still rising in the market at home and 
abroad they are believed by experts to have nearly reached their maximum. 
It is chiefly unused stamps of foreign countries that have gone up, especially 
those of the small German States. The reason given is their long and con- 
tinued neglect by native collectors, who till lately would take nothing but 
used copies, Those who are inclined to “make a plunge”’ in stamp-collecting, 
however, are warned by “The Philatelist” that there is need to be very wary 
in these days, especially in regard to Americans. In the issues of the United 
States there is quite an epidemic of speculation, and prices are abnormally 
high. Hoarding goes on to what this writer considers ‘‘an absurd extent.” 
It is not merely hoarding as understood and practised by the ordinary col- 
lector in the sense of putting aside useless duplicates in the hope that they 
may turn out precious some day, but hoarding in the sense of depleting the 
market of certain issues so as to bring about a sort of ‘corner’ in the postages 
stamp market. “The Philatelist,” however, is of opinion that such a rise will 
be unnatural and fleeting, and will result in the burning of some speculators’ 
fingers.—London Daily News. 
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NO POST-CARDS IN COLOMBO. 


It is now over a week since we called attention to the fact that post- 
cards were unobtainable in Colombo, and enquiry in the proper quarter shows 
us that the Government are still without a single post card to supply to the 
public. Moreover, they do not seem to have a very clear idea when the de- 
ficiency will be rectified! It may be thought that the entire blame should 
rest on the treasury—the department charged with the sale of stamps; but we 
shrewdly suspect the real offender is to be found higher up the board. For 
some time past the Executive have permitted the Government Printer to sur- 
charge old stamps and post-cards with the new rates of postage by stamping 
them upon their face. This was done to save a few shillings, and the result 
has been that stamp collectors have bought up all these surcharged envelopes 
and stamps as fast as they could be applied for, and the public are now left 
without any post-cards whatever. Some time ago we called the attention to 
the disgraceful state of affairs brought about by this parsimonious system, but 
it had no effect; and the result is to be seen to-day—the public cannot be 
supplied with 2ct. post-cards or indeed any post-cards whatever— a state of 
things which in any other part of the world would bring down the heaviest 
condemnation upon Government. But the Colonial Secretary and the audi- 
tor-General, do not seem to disturb themselves, and we must be thankful if a 
small supply of post-cards arrives after the Easter holidays. There are times 
—and this is one of them—when we almost regret that Sir Arthur Gordon is 
not once more at Queen’s House.— 7imes of Ceylon, March 30.
